And yk any officers, in anye pozte 
Cownes, as Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, oz ſuch lyke, ſhalleyther themſelues offend herein, 02 
tall not doe they endeuonr to ſtay any ſuch tranſpoztation, oz yk they cannot conueniently ſtay the ſame, 
tall not make due and ſpeedye infourmation thereof to her Maieſtie, her pꝛiuie counſel, oz to the pꝛincipal 
eficersof her Exchequer, then they, beſides the fozmer puniſhmentes, to kozfeyte they: offices. And conly- 
ung it cannot be well auoyded, but that ſome quantitte ofgrayne is tobe caryed from one pozte to anos 
ther pozte, to ſerue the neceſliticof ſome other part of the Keaime : in ſuch caſe, the officers of the poꝛtes ſhal 
diligently ſee,that good ſureties with bondes be taken of perſons being of valure aunſwerable foz the tame, 
to bung due certificates fromthe poztes where the ſame hall arpue and be vnladen : And that foz moze af- 
munce thereof, the officers of the poztes, ſhall thereof make they? certificates into the Exchequer within 
twomonethes after the ariuall thereof, vpon payne of fozfeiture of their offices. - 

Ind la that it is thought, that it ſhal appeare by the ende of October next, what effect ſhal tolo w hereof, 
tothe diminution ol the erceſſiue pzices, her Maieſtie meaneth that this maner of reſtraint ſhall not conti⸗ 
nue by fozce of this Pzoclamation, but to the ende of the ſayd moneth of October nowe folowing.
